French Marshal Says Door 
Must Be Doubly Locked 


Against Envious and War- 
like People—Enemy Will 
Make 
Next Time 


LONDON, April 19.—The 
correspondent of the Daily 
Mail in Paris sends an inter- 
view with Marshal Foch, in 
which the marshal is quoted 
as declaring that ‘‘Our peace 
must be .a peace of victors 
and not of vanquished.’’ 

‘‘We must stay on the 
Rhine,’’ Marshal Foch said. 
‘‘Pray impress that on your 
countrymen. It is our only 
salvation, and their only 
safety. We must double lock 
the door, 

“‘Remember, those 70,000,- 
000 Germans will always be 
a menace to us; they are an 
envious and warlike people. 
Their characteristics are not 
changed. Fifty years hence 
they will be what they are 
today. Do not trust the ap- 
pearances of the moment.’’ 

Marshal Foch then. discus- 
sed with the correspondent 
the possibilities of another 
war. Asserting that what 
saved the Allies at the begin- 
ning of the present. war was 
Russia, he asked on, . whose 
side Russia would be in the 
next war. ‘‘ With us or with 
the Germans?’’ 

The marshal then argued 
that only on the Rhine itself 
would it be possible to arrest 
the Germans in the event of 
another attack, He talked 
long and earnestly about the 
Rhine and __ said that, 

““people would object that it 
would take too many. troops 
to hold the river. 

“But it will not take so 
many as it would to hold a 
political frontier,’ for the 
Rhine may be crossed only 
at certain points, whereas a 
political frontier to France 
can be broken anywhere,’’ 
he said. 

‘“‘The next time, remember, 
the Germans will make no 
mistake,’’ said Marshal Foch. 
“They will break through 
into northern France and 
seize the channel ports as a 
base of operations against 
England, They failed the last 
time because they did not be- 
lieve England would come 
in, and when they found she 
was coming in, it was too 
late to change their plan. 

“You think the Germans 
will have no arms for an- 
other attack? Oh, oh, how 
do you know, by the time 
you found out that they had 
them, it would be too late.’’

Frank McCullough, Who Made

Slept, Still at Large 


TQRONTO, April 18—Frank Me-+ 
Cullough, under sentence of death for 
murder, and who broke jail here last 
Tuesday night or early Wednesday 
“Death Watch" 
was asleep, it etill at large. It le re- 
garded as doubtful if he will be re- 
captured, 

It is believed that his escape was 
the outcome of .a clever conspiracy, 
but eo far the only object of suspicion 
within reach is the unwatchfulness of 
the death watch, E, Currel, a return- 
ed solfier. It is sald he is to undergo 
a private examination at the hands of 
W. W. Dunlop, chief dnepector of pro- 
vinelal prisons, and Sheriff Mowatt, 
tomorrow, with a view to further 
light possibly being shed on the mys- 
tery of McCullough's flight.

Good Friday commemorates the 
crucifixion of Our Saviour. By due 
observance of the day the mystery- 
miracle of the sacrifice of one for 
the good of others is vividly im- 
pressed, This is the leading fea- 
ture of the Christian religion, as 
distinguished from all other forms 
of religious faith, Reason does not 
and cannot teach how it comes 
about that one should suffer so 
that others might be saved. Or 
how one should be willing to suffer 
so that others might be saved from 
sacrifice. Self-preservation, even 
at the cost of others, is accepted as 
the first law of nature. And yet 
self-sacrifice for the good of others 
—even of enemies—is the first law 
of God, as interpreted by the 
teachings and crucifixion of 
Yhrist. The two principles are in 
direct contradiction, and yet both 
are as necessary to the proper 
balance‘of human life and society 
as the opposing centrifugal and 
centripetal forces are to the pro- 
per ordering of the stars in their 
courses. The teachings of Christ 
have brought about a better bal- 
ance betweer selfishness and ser- 
vice in human intercourse than 
ever prevailed in the world before, 
with the result that the race has 
made its greatest advance in the 
betterment of its conditions since 
the Christian era and in almo8st 
exact proportion to the acceptance 
of Christian teachings. 

Never was the principle of sac- 
rifice more deeply, terribly and 
clearly impressed than during the 
terrible four years of the great 
war. Without the willing sacri- 
fice of the bravest and best of 
their sons the western allied na- 
tions must have lost their standing 
as forces for the maintenance of 
human liberty. The men who died 
in battle received no benefit. They 
suffered for the good of others; as 
Christ suffered on the cross. May 
their sacrifices for right and liber- 
ty be the inspiration of their fel- 
l6w countrymen to carry forward 
the torch of justice and freedom to 
still greater heights in all the 
years to come.

Europe is on short rations. If 
the facts are correctly presented 
in the dispatches, millions of its 
people are in a condition of semi- 
starvation. And beyond all ques- 
tion great areas of its agricultural 
country have been put out of early 
productive use. This condition 
offers the food-producing nations 
overseas the largest opportunity 
ever presented to them. And of 
all food-producing countries over- 
seas none is so well situated as 
Canada to take advantage of this 
stupendous opportunity. 

Canada should also have senti- 
mental preference in the European 
market, over some possible com- 

\ petitors, because of the course this 
country took in the war. The mo- 
ment war was declared Canada 
was in it. We sent half a million 
men and spent more than a billion 
dollars, in assisting to save Europe 
from dictatorship. This fact can- 
not be supposed to be without sig- 
nificance among the Allied peo- 
ples. It should be possible by sag- 
acious handling of the situation 
to turn this favorable opinion 
which the Allied peoples of Eu- 
rope have of Canada into account 
in finding there, markets for the 
products which Canada must sell 
abroad if it is to sell them at all. 

How Canada’s government is 
going about it to realize on the op- 
portunity thus presented for find- 
ing in Europe an unprecedented 
market for Canadian farm pro 
ducts is,indicated in the following 
Paris dispatch, which has been 
widely published in Canadian 
papers, and which apparently was 
compiled by Mr. J. W. Dafoe, 
special press agent of Sir Robert 
Borden in Paris: 

“Contracts have just been concluded 
by which Canada will furnish credits 
of $25,000,000 each to France and 
Roumania, the credits to be expended 
in the purchase of Important neces- 
sities in Canada, 

“Negotiations for a similar loan, it 
is said, are under way between Bel+ 
gium and Canada. 

“The French and Roumanian credits 
will be expended approximately as 
follows: 

“One-fifth for raw materials, one- 
fifth for foodstuffs and three-fifths 
for manufactured materials. 

“Roumania, among other things, 
plans to replenish her badly depleted 
herds of cattle. 

“The arrangements for the loan have 
been made by Canadian government 
officials who are attending the peace 
conference here. 

“The Canadian loans are the first 
of what are expected to be a series of 
similar transactions by which the 
Entente Allies will replenish their 
grain stocks by purchases in countries 
which have large reserves, The pos- 
sibilities of making contracts with 
South American countries are being 
discussed. 

“It is known that discussions heve 
been in Progress for some time be- 
tween England and Argentina. 

Australia, which has vast supplies 
of wheat and hides, also is mentioned 
as a possibility for trade, but it {Is 
doubtful whether she would be able 
to stand the financial strain of grant- 
ing credits,”

| The Legislature. | 
———— 


The legislative session that clos- 
ed last night (Thursday) was not 
remarkable for startling effects. 
A great deal of useful work was 
done, and a great deal of free dis: 
cussion took place on matters of 
public importance. There is a 
cheap tendency to complain 
against the talkative tendencies of 
members of parliament and of 
legislatures, It is true that on oc- 
casion time is wasted. But the pur- 
pose of electing legislative bodies 
is to make possible the due consid- 
eration of matters of public wel- 
fare. This consideration can only 
be given by due discussion. 

The liquor act, the education 
act ,and the railway question were 
the most outstanding matters of 
interest to be dealt with. The so- 
called Boudreau investigation was 
in fact an attempt by the opposi- 
tion to discredit the government’s 
administration of the liquor act. 
In the result it was proven that 
while there had been serious mal- 
administration previous to the ac- 
cession of the present attorney- 
general, he had taken very active 
and effective measures to square 
things away. The change in ad- 
ministrative methods was support- 
ed by changes in the law intended 
to meet weaknesses that have been 
developed by experience. It is not 
probable, however, that a final 
solution has yet ben found for the 
difficulties of administration. The 
attempt ‘to handle liquor under a 
prohibitory law is still in the ex- 
perimental stage. The best that 
can be done is to work out the ex- 
periment with conscientious ef- 
ficiency, which is now being done. 

The changes in the education law 
and the increased. appropriations 
are both important; but were not 
the subject of much contentious 
discussion. 

The same remark applies to the 
health and municipal acts. Impor- 
tant work was done, with the ap- 


proval practically of the whole 


house, 


“The railway situation did not re- 


céive the consideration that its 
importance and pressing nature 
demanded. But!'in the discussions 
that took place the frank state- 
ments of the premier were receiv- 
ed in a fair spirit by the house. 
There was no evidence of section- 
al feling or any lack of apprecia- 
tion of the work of development 
which must be accomplished by 
and through railways, if at all. 
The opposition criticized the gov- 
ernment on grounds of detail, but 
did not challenge the principle of 
railway extension. Both govern- 
ment and opposition were agreed 
as to the inadvisability of the gov- 
ernment attempting to operate 
railways. 

Proceedings were very much 
rushed at the close—as is usually 
the case, and some measures and 
resolutions had to be dropped. But 
on the whole good attention was 
paid to the work of the session. 
The second session of the legisla- 
ture under the Stewart govern- 
ment closes with the position of 
the government more firmly estab- 
lished than before. 


CHICAGO SWINDLER

Chicago, April 18.—Harry Harris, 
alias Chrie Keough, whose swindling 
of jewellers during the week pre- 
ceding Christmas Day for several 
years has earned him a national police 
recom, and his sobriquet, today was 
found gullty of operating a confidence 
game by a jury which deliberated 
but five minutes, Harris refused to 
offer a defense, 

“Christmas Keough” had eluded the 
police for several years until last 
Christmas, when he was arrested in 
Pittsburg. He is said to have passed 
so many forged travellere cheques for 
$200 each, drawn against the Cana- 
dian Bang of Commerce, that that in- 
atitute at one time ceased iesuing 
cheques of that denomination. He 
had a reputation of operaing for one 
week, obaining jewellery and money 
in exchange for forged cheques, after- 
wards sojourning in London. The

In the report ef the department 
of municipal affairs tabled in the 
house recently, it is pointed out by 
the deputy minister that many of the 
municipalities had passed the crisis 
in their financial affairs, which had 
been brought about by the real 
estate boom. A number of the larger 
urban municipalities, however, had 
not been able to get their alfairs on 
a very satisfactory footing and it was 
possible that some = atrangement 
would have to be made whereby their 
burdens would be HM@htened for the 
present and this could be done by 
having the debenture indebtedness 
spread over a number of years. There 
were only a comparatively few places 
in this position, and as their future 
was assured, there would be no par- 
ticular risk tn the extension of the 
period of repayment. 

In the larger places, one of the 
sources of trouble was the large area 
of vacant, non-producing subdivided 
lands within their boundaries on 
which taxes were not being paid. As 
there was no sale of lands, they had 
no producing value. The report sug-

At Gujranwale, north of 
lahore, twenty leaders have been 
arrested.

The India office in further official 
reports regarding tie outbreak in 
India, says that at Amritsar on April 
18 a mob defied the proclamation for- 
bidding public meetings. In the firing 
that ensured 200 casualties were caus- 
ed. 

At Kasus, In the Punjab, the trea- 
sury was attacked on April 13 and one 
Britieh soldier was killed and two 
Exitish officers wounded. 

At Delhi on April 13 a Mohammed- 
an mob interfered with the re-open- 
ing of the shops, and the police were 
obliged to open fire, Troops were 
summoned and the mob scattered. 
Four policemen were injured, 

Calcutta Is normal and Bombay 
quiet, but in the Punjab rural areas, 
disorderly elemente are dareeging 
government property, looting trains 
and stopping the railway service.

WHY MUSIC SHOULD BE A MAJOR 
STUDY ON THN HIGH SOHOOL 
CURRICULUM. 


It Allows Students to Continue Their 
Music Without Leaving School 


~ 


Province of Saskatchewan Has Al- 
ready Taken a Step. 


The growing agitation for the allow- 
ance of ‘Credits’ in the schools for 
music study pursued with an accred- 
ited privafe teacher in the place of 
some other equally or less important 
subject on the curriculum makes me 
think a dream of mine is coming true, 
is essence of a remark made in a re- 
cent after dinner speech by Mr. A. D. 
Jordan director of the Musical Art 
Society of London. Many of his 
pupil, Mr. Jordan said, were from 14 
to 18 who wanted to go with both 
music and high school work but can- 
not do justice both, the result being 
that they Invariable dropped thpir 
iechool work, some them having re- 
|sorted to most pathetic means to ob- 
tain the necessary education. 

One girl is attending high school 
in order to take ther pharmacy ma- 
triculation, that being the easiest ma- 
triculation possible so.that she can 
Jattend University for what work she 


will need in addition to her musical 
| studies. Thse remarks recall a recent 
statement by Dr. A. S. Vogt which 


| boiled down as follows: 

| The average high school student 
has neither time nor strength to carry 
lon the study of music outside of the 
school, and at the same time pursue 
the regular high school course, The 
fresult is that the majority of those 
| who are studying music for an avoca- 
{tlon must drop this study at the time 
jwhen it is of most value to them. 
|/Those who are to make music thelr 
life work must give up their high 
lschool course and thus sacrifice their 
general education. 

Applied music is therefore in many 
centres being placed on the schol 
curriculum and granted the same 
amount of time. Students may then 
elect it as part of their high school 
course. 

In 1917 in a Bulletin issued by the 


United States Bureau of education 
it was recommended—"That study 
of voice, piano, organ, or any other 


orchestral instrument, under special 
teachers outside of school, when ser!- 
ously undertaken and properly exam- 
}ined and certified, shall receive re- 
gular credit towardg graduation. 

It is the belief of many who have 
|been able to intelligently study and 
classes the matter, that music shold 
be taught in every high school on ex- 
actly the same basis as in languages 
or sclence,and the same ‘credits’ giv- 
en in recognition of successful a- 
chievement as in other branches of 
study. Comprehensive developments, 
have resulted, In a systematic appli- 
cation of ‘credits’ for music study in 
a mumber of important 
Icitles where pupils may enter upon 
courses of instrumental music along 


lines announced and endorsed by the | 


school authorities, and may elect 
music as a majdr study. 


The Province of Saskatchewan has 


strumental music as an essential fac- 
tor in the general education scheme of 
that Province. In the regulatféns of 
courses of study issued by the Depart- 
ment of education in Saskatchewan, 
in 1918, for High Schools and Colle- 
giate institutes, covering the first and 
|second vear’s courses anplied 
is named as an optional study with 
Art, household science, Manual Train- 
ing, commercial work in the third 
year's course this announcement is 
made: “Candidates who submit off- 
{clal evidence of holding certificates 
in music (in plano and theory) satis- 


| factory to the Department of Educa- 
tion, may be exempted from an ex- 
amination in either Algebra’ or in 
one of Agriculture Household science, 


Latin, French German or Greek.” In 
the fourth year's course, Candidates 
who submit similar evidence in music 
may be exempted from elther Algebra 
jor trigonometry, at the choice of the 
candidate, 

In the amendments to the high 
school regulations issued in the past 
year, one section is amended by 
making it possible for a candidate to 
obtain a second glass Diploma, by 
substitute an intermediate Piano 
Certificate, or its equivalent, for any 
one of the following: Algebra, Agri- 
culture, Household Science, Latin, 
Greek, French, or German, Another 
section is amended by making it pos- 
sible for a candidate to obtain a first- 
classy Diploma by substituting a Senior 
Piano Certificate, or its equivalent, 
for Algebra or Trigonometry.

Peasants Cut Off Munich Food 
Supply and Communists Seize 
the Reserves 


Berlin, April 18—The German na- 
tional government is considering eser- 
tously the sending of government 
troops or, at least, German general 
staff officers, to aid in the relief of 
Munich from the communist forces, 
although neither the Bavarian nor 
German governments wish to cause 
such an Invasion of etate rights if it 
can be averted. The bulk of the Ba- 
Varian peasants, it is reported, are 
KUll loyal to the government of Pre- 
mier Hoffman, The peasants’ organ- 
ization has issued a declaration as- 
serting that the devastation of the 
country, the plundering of houses and 
ptores and the murdering of peasants 
by communist bands have become in- 
lolerable,. 

Munich, ¢t 4s said, is affected only 
wUghtly as yet by the action of the 
peasants in cutting off food supplies. 
It ts declared that there is enough 
food in the eity to feed the inhabit- 
ants for one week, but the commun- 
ists have seized all the suppplies and 
own live comfortably for a long while 
if they do not feed the non-commun-
